2. To raise $4,500.00 to defray Town Charges for the ensuing 
year (ie.) Selectmen, 2 @ $400.00 and 1 @ $500.00; Treasurer @ 
$950.00; Town Clerk @ $200.00 plus commissions; Moderator @ 
$95.00; Ballot Clerk @ $15.00; Trustee of Trust Funds @ $25.00; Tax 
Collector, commissions; $600.00 for Town Officer’s Expenses, $800.90 
for Town Reports and make appropriations for same. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to re- 
pair Town Highways and Bridges. That is $2,000.00 for summer 
maintenance and $10,500.00 for winter maintenance and make ap- 
propriation for same. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$2,000.00 for General Highway Expenses. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money 
as the State suggests to build Class V Roads. State to pay $811.85 
and the Town $121.27 and make appropriation for same. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3,750.00 for Street 
Lights and make appropriation for same. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise $400.00 for the care of 
the Cemetery and resetting Memorial Tablets and make appropria- 
tions for same. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise $2,000.00 for Police 
Service for the ensuing year and make appropriation for same. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise $200.00 for the support 
of the Town Library and make appropriation for same. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise $700.00 for repairs and 
expenses of the Town Hall and other Town Buildings and make ap- 
propriations for same. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to raise $600.00 to advertise the 
scenic beauty and accessibility of the Presidential Highway, which 
includes $401.13 for the White Mountains Region Association and 
make appropriation for same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $200.0 
for Public Recreational Services in sharing with the R. M. C. the 
expenses of a caretaker for Crag Camp ($150.00) and repairs and 
maintenance to Grey Knob Cabin ($50.00). 
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13. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money, not to 
exceed $6,000.00 for removal of garbage once a week during the 
winter and two times a week during the summer. This sum to in- 
clude $400.00 for a suitable place for dumping garbage; mainten- 
ance and rodent control of the same and make appropriation for 
same. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$2,400.00 for the maintenance of Town Parks and Playgrounds. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,200.00 for Insurance (i.e. property and liability). (Please refer to 
Selectmen’s Report for specification). 

16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $500.00 
for Fire Department, for suppression of fires and storage of equip- 
ment. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money, not to exceed $200.00 for operation and maintenance of 
its Civil Defense Program. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $160.00 
as its contribution for the support of the North Country Community 
Services, Inc., a health clinic in Berlin. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $300.00 
for Interest on Temporary Loans in anticipation of taxes. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to raise $607.42 as its third pay- 
ment toward the Cooperative Ambulance Service, with the towns of 
Gorham, Shelburne, Milan and Dummer. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
North Country Council, organized in July 1973. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$290.00 as Town’s share for operation of the North Country Council 
for one year, beginning July 1, 1975. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to further improve Fire Pro- 
tection with dry hydrants and water reservoirs. Funds to be used 
from Revenue Sharing Account.

* (as defined by the Selectmen). 


27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $700.00 
for three successive years for the purpose of having a Soils Survey, 
so called, of land in the Town by the Soil Conservation Service, an 
agency of the United States Department of Agriculture. (Recom- 
mended by the Planning Board and Selectmen). 


28. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount on taxes 
paid within thirty days of Postmark Date.

Sesquicentennial Celebration 


The year of 1974 began with the re-echoing of such words as “bean-hole,” 
“sesquicentennial” and “commemorative,” all taking precedence over “gas shor- 
tage,” “Watergate” and “impeachment.” Rumors circulated, now confirmed, now 
denied, until finally the Town Fathers called a meeting one cold winter evening to 
announce that Randolph was now 150 years old, and to discuss how we should 
celebrate, how much we should spend, and, of course, where the money would come 
from. 


The townspeople were overwhelmingly in favor of a celebration. The Select- 
men made a starting fund available, and a committee of eighteen was established 
under the chairmanship of Richard D. Wagner. Goals were set, plans were made, 
and the first Saturday in August was chosen, a one-shot deal, witha challenge tothe 
weather. The committee met Monday evenings at the Town Hall through the rest of 
the winter and spring, and by summer is was a well-oiled machine, ready to go. 


Saturday, August 3rd, dawned a beautiful day with a perfect temperature for 
participants and spectators alike. The program started early with a parade which 
formed at the Post Office and proceeded along Durand Road about a mile to the 
Recreation Area. At its head was the color guard, the United States flag borne by 
Capt. Lawrence Legassie, a native son. Police Chief Curtis Bader served as marshal, 
mounted ona splendid thoroughbred. Other horsemen and girls on ponies followed. 
From Pittsburg, N.H., a marching band was secured through the generosity of the 
Brown Company of Berlin. A troop of Boy Scouts from Manchester was followed by 
Gov. Meldrim Thomson and Congressman James Cleveland, both on foot. 
Townspeople and summer residents contributed floats, colorful and varied in style. 
Antique cars brought up the rear. 


The parade disbanded at Ravine House Park, where a speakers’ stand had been 
arranged. Mr. Wagner, as chairman of the Sesquicentennial Committee, introduced 
the First Selectman, Bernie H. Reed, who then presented the other two selectmen, 
Gordon A. Lowe and Almon E. Farrar. State Representative Mrs. Herbert Richard- 
son was next to speak, and she introduced the Governor and Congressman and State 
Senator Laurier Lamontagne. 


The formal part of the celebration now disposed of, the rest of the day was 
devoted to fun and games. The sports events which followed immediately in the 
Recreation Area nearby included a horse-show, swimming and canoe races, log 
rolling, rail splitting and a treasure hunt. Practically every child in town took part 
and many of them won more than one ribbon. Climbing the greased pole proved an 
attractive feature; the ten-dollar bill attached to its top was the only cash prize and 
was considered well worth the effort. 


Lunch of hot-dogs, hamburgers and corn on the cob was available near the 
swimming pool. At five o’clock an old-fashioned bean-hole supper was served onthe 
site of the Ravine House by members of the Home Economics Extension Group. A 
large tent had been erected there but most people preferred to eat at long tables in 
the open. Congressman Louis Wyman and party attended the supper and he spoke 
briefly. The final event of the long day was a dance onthe broad pavement at Lowe’s 
Service Station. 


In the meantime throughout the day commemorative medals in bronze and 
silver were on sale, also an historical pamphlet bringing the story of the town up to 
date, and a map of the town dated June, 1974, showing the location and ownership of 
every house. As an important part of the celebration each house in town bore a neat 
plaque stating the year when it was built, ranging from 1790 to 1974. 


At the Town Hall an exhibit of old maps and pictures on loan by members of 
both the permanent and seasonal communities created so much interest that it had 
to be continued into the next day. 


Approximately 2000 people attended the gala affair, which was strictly of the 
family type. The celebration was marred by no disturbing elements, no serious 
accidents, and no evidence of non-cooperation. In this day of crass commercialism, 
to return to the standards and values of our forefathers proved to be most refresh- 
ing. Everybody went to bed tired but happy, enriched by memories that will not soon 
be forgotten.

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Report of Librarian 


The celebration of Randolph’s 150th birthday had very little 
effect on the normal activities of the Public Library. A few former 
residents dropped in for a visit, but the number of people served 
was only half of the number in the peak year of 1972, and the 
number of books circulated was about half the number in that year. 
For the first time in the experience of the present librarian, people 
were reading more fiction than non-fiction. This may have been 
due to the unusually superior type of book among the donations by 
friends of the library. 


Memorial gifts were made by Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd Kendall and 
the library of M.I.T. in memory of Mrs. Robert H. Richards (Ellen 
Swallow), founder of home economics and a summer resident of 
Randolph from about 1900 to 1911; from Mrs. William Nickerson of 
Gorham Hill in memory of her sister; and from Homer T. Gregory 
in memory of his father, ‘““Yesterday’s New Hampshire.”’ 


Gifts to the Randolph Authors’ Shelf were ‘‘For the Fun of it’ 
by the late Maynard Harris, given by his widow; and ‘‘Joyous Jour- 
ney,’ poems by Mrs. Ruth B. Field, the last teacher in the school 
house which is now the library. 


Other gifts were received from Thomas Barrow, Miss Louise 
Burdett, Mrs. John C. Cairns, Bp. and Mrs. Robert M. Hatch, Dr. 
Ira V. Hiscock, Mrs. Douglas Horton, William Marshall, Rev. 
James H. Nichols, Mrs. Herbert R. Richardson, Mr. and Mrs. Haw- 
ley Rising (a new edition of Oakes’ ‘“‘Scenery of the White Moun- 
tains’’ as a sesquicentennial gift) and Miss Katherine A. Wood. 


Again this year the Home Demonstration gave its generous sup- 
port and donated 29 volumes, mostly current publications, 42% of 
all the new books added. 


Mrs. Arthur Hunt (Eldena Leighton, formerly of Randolph Hill) 
deposited for safekeeping her diaries dating from the 1890’s to the 
1960’s. 


To all of these people the Trustees and Librarian express here- 
with their gratitude. 


The library was officially open 50 hours for a total circulation of 
622 volumes, a little above last year’s total. Five families borrowed 
147 volumes, mostly children’s books, for winter reading, an average 
of 29 books per family.

Set forth below is a summary of the Police Activity for the Year 


1974: 


During the year 1974, January 1 to and including December 31, 
the work of this Service greatly increased in patrol, incidents re- 
ported, emergency calls, blood run assists and inter-departmental 
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action to apprehend perpetrators of crime, make necessary notifi- 
cations, and safeguard life and property in general. The statistics 
set forth below occurred within the bounds of the Town of Randolph.

Considerable and varied property was recovered as the result of 
burglary investigations and loss notifications promptly transmitted 
as alarms by both Randolph Police and other Departments that 
heard alarms; most has been returned to lawful owners. A Histori- 
cal Cannon of great value that was stolen from Jefferson, N.H., was 
located as result of investigation and returned to that grateful com- 
munity which has tendered Randolph a written ‘‘thank-you,” said 
letter being written by Warren Gorman, Selectman of Jefferson. 
We were able to facilitate the movement of emergency and other 
special vehicles through our Town, safely and with dispatch, due to 
our radio communications and mobility. 


The value of our patrol can be readily seen from the statistics. 
Our crime rate is very low. The burglaries ceased with apprehen- 
sions, and in these difficult times our crime rate is lower than many 
other communities. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to our citizens who were so 
helpful during the intensive burglary investigations, supplying in- 
formation and going out of their way to assist the Police. We enjoy 
very fine cooperation from the Departments around, especially 
the State Police, Gorham, Berlin, Jefferson and Lancaster Depart- 
ments. We in turn keep up our necessary cooperation to them. The 
Coos County Sheriffff Department has sought and received our as- 
sistance and they have reciprocated on several occasions.

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Report of Superintendent 


To the Citizens of the Town of Randolph: 


Each year in my annual report to you I attempt to bring to 
your attention those matters which may affect you in the coming. 
year or which may have taken place since March, 1974. In either 
case, I hope to provide you with the necessary information on which 
you can base your vote when it comes to the School District Budget. 


Tuition 


Being a small community which tuitions all of its children to a 
nearby community you obviously find yourselves expending most of 
your annual school budget for tuition. Along with the tuition rate 
itself the next most important factor is the number of children from 
Randolph who plan to attend. In either case the future outlook for 
Randolph appears to indicate higher tuition rates and larger num- 
bers of students. Below is an illustration of what has happened in 
recent years regarding tuition:

Your school warrant for March, 1975, contains three articles 
which perhaps need some explanation. The first is a deficit ap- 
propriation of $4,000.00 (Article 4), which is needed to pay the sec- 
ond half of the tuition due in June of this year. The cause of the 
deficit is singly new students above the number planned in the 
budget last March. Even though we planned for three extra students 
this was not enough to cover all those who entered in September. 


The second article is No. 5 which calls for $3,000 to be placed 
in the Capital Reserve Fund. Presently our Capital Reserve Fund 
is $8,300.00 (December 31, 1974). The added amount should provide 
nearly enough money to allow for the purchase of a new bus. 


Our present bus is a 1970 with some 40,000 miles on it. If all goes 
well we should be able to continue with this same vehicle for an- 
other two years at least. 


Article 6 provides for allowing your school board to begin the 
process of purchasing a new bus. To some this may appear to be 
too soon but if one realizes it will take one to two years to get the 
bus after it is ordered you will realize some thought will have to be 
given to possible replacement of the bus within the coming school 
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year, 1975-76. In addition to delays on delivery, prices of new busses 
have increased tremendously since 1970. Today a new 66 passenger 
bus costs $13,000 or more. If you consider the delay in delivery it 
surely will be more. 


New Programs 


The Gorham School System continues to make revisions in its 
programs and on occasion adopting a new program. During the past 
year three new programs have been begun in the high school. One 
of these is “Operation Go’”’ which is an offshoot of many ‘‘Outward 
Bound Programs’’ found in the New England States. This program 
is operating under the direction of Mr. William Bentley and provides 
for a number of outdoor experiences such as mountain climbing, 
bicycling, canoeing, hiking, etc. Ten students are involved in each 
segment of the program which lasts two weeks. During the two- 
week session they not only earn a part credit but learn team work, 
joint effort, planning, dependence of others, social relationship, etc. 
Whenever it is possible the activities are related to the classroom 
work of the students. 


The ISCS science program begun in grade 7 this year is new. 
The program provides for a hands-on experience in science and 
carries a student through a sequential process of skills essential to 
his development in that area. In addition the program is individ- 
ualized so that every student can progress at his own speed regard- 
less of the tempo of the rest of the class. 


Implementation of this program in the 8th grade is scheduled 
for the fall of 1975. 


When full implementation has been realized the new programs 
offer the promise of greatly improving our science program in the 
junior high school. 


A third and perhaps less noticed change has been the inclusion 
of reading into the junior high school. In previous years all formal 
reading instruction came to an end in grade 6. Large numbers of 
students moving to grade 7 needed more work in this area but upon 
reaching that grade no longer had the opportunity available. Realiz- 
ing this was causing some severe problems in the junior and senior 
high school, reading was added to the junior high program in hopes 
of correcting the more noticeable problems. 


Goals 


Perhaps one of the most important areas of work undertaken 
this past year and this year is an attempt to define what it is our 
schools are hoping to accomplish from year to year. Like any suc- 
cessful business a look must be taken into the future to better define 
what the future might hold and to begin work in that direction. 
Hopefully, with some good planning we can begin to reflect a little 
more the needs of our students and the concerns of their parents 
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and ‘produce a well educated and useful citizen to aid in the future 
of our community.

stantial increase in the amount to be raised by taxation. This was 

brought about by reduced revenues, higher tuition rates and more 
students living in Randolph attending Gorham Schools. 


In closing I wish to extend my thanks to the members of the 
school board, the district treasurer, the census taker, and the voters 
of the community for their continued support for and providing a 
good education for the children of Randolph.

RANDOLPH COMMEMORATIVE MEDALS 


1824 - 1974 — 150th ANNIVERSARY 


It was due to the artistic talent and imagination of three Randolph civic work- 
ers that created the design and character of both faces of our Sesquicentennial 
Medals.

The phase of transfer 
from paper sketch to striking metal was very disappointing to many because so 
much of the delicate detail was lost. However, we are informed that it was un- 
avoidable. 

Our finished medals still exemplify the natural environment and rugged scenery 
of our town. The lack of detail should in no way detract from the credit so highly 
deserved by our three artistic ladies, who made the medal possible.
